however, that an error has been made 
in the newspaper despatch, as vacan- 
cies upon the board are not filled by 
election, but by the appointment of the 
governor, endorsed by the senate. It is 
possible, of course, that my name was 
sent in by the governor, and that in 
writing up the board meeting the re- 
porter got the procedure a little mixed. 
No, I have made no efforts at all to se- 
cure the appointment. Of course I 
would consider it a great honor to be- 
come a member of the board, but I have 
done absolutely nothing looking toward 
that end. It is my principle that the 
office should come to the man, not the 
man go after the office. So many men, 
especially young fellows, get the idea 
that the only happiness in life consists 
in holding down offices. Why, that 
hankering for public position is one of 
the worst diseases a man can contract.

City Engineer Key Makes His An- 
nual Report In Which He Calls At- 
tention to the Necessity of Better 
Street Drainage. 


The board of public works met last 
night. i 

The city clerk was instructed to send 
out the necessary 2,158 notices to prop- 
erty owners that the sewers have been 
completed and are now ready for con- 
nection. In addition he will be obliged 
to notify the 715 people already con- 
nected with the sewer that certain 
things must not be thrown into the 
sewers which will tend to clog them up. 


The city engineer submitted a plan to 
carry away the storm wate. on M ison 
and Moseley sts., near Main. His esti- 
mate for the job was $958.75. 

The janitors of the schools are to be 
notified that they must take better care 
of the school closets. 

The city engineer submitted the an- 
nual report of the work done in his de- 
partment during the past year. It was 
in substance as follows: 


STREET WORK. 


The most important was the Main st. 
paving, the total cost of which, outside 
of the necessary storm sewers, was 
$26,902.40. In addition to this there was 
the usual work of making surveys for 
the necessary plats, profiles, sketches 
and estimates for proposed work and 
for work in progress and completed. 

SEWER WORK. 

The most important was the construc- 
tion of a system of storm sewers in con- 
nection with the paving districts, these 
sewers extending from Allen’s creek to 
the east side of Main st. on Catharine 
st, Ann st., Huron st., Washington st., 
Liberty st., William st. and on Wash- 
ington st. from Main st. to the east 
side of Fifth ave., the cost of the work 
being $5,671.10. In addition the city 
built 600 feet on Detroit st., 350 feet on 
W. Jefferson st., 200 feet on S. First st., 
250 feet on Second st. and about 200 feet 
on S. Main st. A thorough inspection of 
all flush tanks, manholes, etc., has been 
completed and everything is in working 
order. The chief element giving trou- 
bie is sediment in the water supply 
Pipes. This, however, occurred in only 


four tanks, 


PLUMBING. 

There have ‘been between 400 and 500 
inspections made of plumbing jobs. The 
number of connections made with san- 
itary sewers was 198, each connection 
requiring two or three inspections. The 
total number of sewer connections in 
the lateral sewer system is 2,873. Of this 
number 715 have been made use of, so 
that now about 25 per cent of sewer 
connections are in use. 


REMARKS, 


The attention is called to the storm 
sewer system which has been built 
from Allen’s creek to the east side of 
Main st. The inlets on the east side 
have been severely tested and have 
practically taken care of all the storm 
water that has come down the cross 
streets from State st., thereby saving 
the hill west of Main st. from the dam- 
age which has usually occurred previ- 
ous to the construction of these sewers. 
This should ‘be an excellent argument 
for the continuance of the construction 
of these sewers on each of the intersect- 
ing streets as far as State st. this com- 
ing season. Also to extend the system 
on State st. as far as N. University ave. 
to permanently improve the streets at 
the northwest corner of the campus. 
The condition of the street in front of 
the school of music at every shower 
demands that something permanent be 
done to effectually drain the street. 

Attention is called to the wreiched 
condition of the streets on Washtenaw 
ave. and S. University ave. Also to the 
same conditions at the east end of Mon- 
roe st. These mentioned localities are 
seriously inconvenienced during every 
fain storm, and the damage done to the 
property is increasing with each year. 
It is next to impossible to maintain 
good or even passable streets unless the 
matter of efficient drainage is first pro- 
vided for.

PRINCETON REFUSES 


To Enter Into An Athletic Alliance 
With the University of Michigan. 


Charles Baird, superintendent of ath- 
letics at the University of Michigan, 
was in Princeton yesterday conferring | 
with the management of both the 
Princeton football and baseball teams | 
with respect to forming an alliance be- 
tween Princeton and the Uriversity of 
Michigan, to last two years. 

Baird proposes that the agreement 
be entered into immediately, and wish- 
ed to schedule the Tiger baseball team 
for two games this season, but Manager 
Bedford was unable to satisfy him, as 
Princton’s schedule for 1899 is almost 
completely filled. No arrangement was 
reached for a football game next fall, 
either, as Manager Robinson and Capt. 
Edwards have just taken their positions | 
at the head of the football matters at. 
Princeton, and did not like to make 
such an important change in Prince- 
ton’s policy without consideration and 
advice from the advisory committee. 

Baird proposed that one football 
game be played at Princeton next fall, 
and in the following year another at 
Chicago, and that the same agreement 
be made to govern the receipts as is 
now in force between Yale and Prince- 
ton. This game would round up Prince- 
ton’s football season in good shape, as 
the Tigers undoubtedly need at least 
two hard games during the fall to get 
the team in shape for Yale. But it is 
not liekly that any arrangement will 
be made with Michigan until it is ap- 
parent just what Harvard’s action will 
be in respect to the mruch-talked-of 
three-cornered alliance in fcotball þe- 
tween Harvard, Yale and Princeton. 
The possibility of a football game with 
Pennsylvania next fall will also tend 
to keep Princton out of an alliance with 
Michigan, _ . 

Baird left Princeton for Cambridge 
last» night, where he will confer with 
Harvard’s management ccncerning a 
series of baseball and footdall games.

Those in Texas Know How te Succeed 


; In The World. 

“The busy bee has Yong Mad a repu- 
tation for industry, but I always con- 
sidered him rather conservative until 
I ran across the up-to-date variety that 
does business in the Fort Davis region 
of west Texas.” So spoke a former 
journalist, now a railroad man. “They 
have some of the finest honey in the 
world out there, and its delicate flavor 
is due to the blossom of a shrub that 
grows profusely on the mountain sides. 
The trou ‘e is, however, that the flow- 
ering season of the bush is brief, at a 
given altitude, and the bees have to 
follow their favorite food higher and 
higher as the season advances. Now, 
you know, the bee makes a ‘bee line’ 
for the hive as soon as he has soaked 
his feet in the liquid sugar of the flow- 
er. Well, the west Texas bee evident- 
ly found it very inconvenient to climb 
all the way down to the valley with 
each load of honey, and some smart 
bee struck upon a plan as simple as it 
was unique. It is generally known 
that the self-same shrub that gives 
honey to the bees produces a succulent 
root, upon which as big and rocky look- 
ing a lizard as you ever saw feeds and 
fattens.

yollo’s back bristles with points, and 
he is terrible to behold, yet to the bee 
he is only a godsend, and without the 
least fear a swarm will proceed to 
establish its comb between the points 
of the yollo’s pachydermatous back, 
and without ado fill in the honey. The 
beast, of course, following the food 
plant, will keep the hive always within 
easy walking distance, and in the fall, 
when the season is over, the bees 
swarm back into the lower level, while 
their diminutive pack mules wind 
down the mountain paths to the val- 
ley, where the honey is quickly trans- 
ferred to its winter quarters in the

Oceana county will vote on a new

In Montana the fight is 
between two millionaires who have the 
western prodigal way of spending 
money in politics. If senators were 
elected by the people such unseemly 
and expensive, not to say corrvpt, spec- 
tacles would not be given. In order to 
correct this evil an amendment to the 
constitution will have to be passed 
making it legal to elect United States 
senators by popular vote. Such an 
amendment can easily secure the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the house, but 
it is always killed in the senate. The 
people pay the expenses of the senator- 
jal deadlocks. They are an evil and 
should be termirated. d

partment during the past year. It was 
in substance as follows: 

STREET WORK. 

The most important was the Main st. 
paving, the total cost of which, outside 
of the necessary storm sewers, was 
$26,902.40. In addition to this there was 
the usual work of ‘making surveys for 
the necessary plats, profiles, sketches 
and estimates for proposed work and 
for work in progress and completed. 

SEWER WORK, 

The most important was the construc- 
tion of a system of storm sewers in con- 
nection with the paving districts, these 
sewers extending from Allen’s creek to 
the east side of Main st. on Catharine 
st., Ann st., Huron st., Washington st., 
Liberty st., William st. and on Wash- 
ington st. from Main st. to the east 
side of Fifth ave., the cost of the work 
being $5,671.10. In addition the city 
built 600 feet on Detroit st., 350 feet on 
W. Jefferson st., 200 feet on S. First st., 
250 feet on Second st. and about 200 feet 
on S. Main st. A thorough inspection of 
all flush tanks, manholes, etc., has been 
completed and everything is in working 
order. The chief element giving trou- 
bie is sediment in the water supply 
pipes. This, however, occurred in only 


four tanks. 


PLUMBING. 


There have been between 400 and 506 
inspections made of plumbing jobs. The 


number of connections made with san- | 


itary sewers was 198, each connection 
requiring two or three inspections. The 
total number of sewer connections in 
the lateral sewer system is 2,873. Of this 
number 715 have been made use of, so 
that now about 25 per cent of sewer 
connections are in use. 


REMARKS. 


The attention is called to the storm 
sewer system which has been built 
from Allen’s creek to the east side of 
Main st. The inlets on the east side 
have been Severely tested and have 
practically taken care of all the storm 
water that has come down the cross 
streets from State sit., thereby saving 
the hill west of Main st. from the dam- 
age which has usually occurred previ- 
ous to the construction of these sewers. 
This should be an excellent argument 
for the continuance of the construction 
of these sewers on each of the intersect- 
ing streets as far as State st. this com- 
ing season. Also to extend the system 
on State st. as far as N. University ave. 
to permanently improve the streets at 
the northwest corner of the campus. 
The condition of the street in front of 
the school of music at every shower 
demands that something permanent be 
done to effectually drain the street. 

Attention is called to the wreiched 


condition of the streets on Washtenaw 


ave. and S. University ave. Also to the 
same conditions at the east end of Mon- 
roe st. These mentioned localities are 
seriously inconvenienced during every 
rain storm, and the damage done to the 
property is increasing with each year. 
It is next to impossible to maintain 
good or even passable streets unless the 
matter of efficient drainage is first pro- 
vided for.

The World’s Letter Bag. 


Two-thirds of all the letters which 
pass through the postofñces of the 
world are written by and sent to peo- 
ple who speak English. There are sub- 
stantially 500,000,000 persons speaking 
colloquially one or another of the ten 
or twelve chief modern languages, and 
of these about 25 per cent, or 150,000,- 
00 persons, speak English. About 90,- 
000,000 speak Russian, 75,000,000 Ger- 
man, 55,000,000 French, 45,000,000 Span- 
ish, 35,000,000 Italian, and 12,000,000 
Portuguese, and the balance Hunga- 
rian, Dutch, Polish, Flemish, Bone- 
mian, Gaelic, Roumanian, Swedish, 
Finnish, Danish, and Norwegian. Thus, 
while only one-quarter of those who 
employ the facilities of the postal de- 
partments of civilized governments 
speak, as their native tongue, English, 
two-thirds of those who correspond do 
so in the English language. This sit- 
uation arises from the fact that so 
large a share of the commercial bus- 
iness of the world is done in Eng- 
lish, even among those who do not 
speak English as their native lan- 
guage. There are, for instance, more 
than 20,000 postoffices in India, the 
business of which in letters and pa- 


pers aggregates more than 300,000,000 


parcels in a year, and the business of 
these offices is done chiefly in English, 
though of India’s population, which is 
nearly 300,000,000, fewer than 300,000 
persons either speak or understand 
English.

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For Kirk’s Death. 


After a twenty-minute deliberation 
yesterday afternoon the jury in the Ber- 
nard Kirk inquest retyrned a verdict

How did the shed look 
when I ran out? Well, it just sort of 
swayed back and fcrth a little, as if it 
was making up its mind to fall over. It 
looked as if the uprights wasn’t strong 
enough to hold the roof up. Why they 
wasn’t even any braces on the posts. 
They was just set down upon the plank 
floor and ‘toe-nailed.’ No wonder it fell. 

Ike Davis chanced to be standing near 
at the time of the accident and in a 
position to see the whole thing. “I was 
looking out over the roof of the shed,” 
said he, ‘‘when all at once the old thing 
sort of shuddered and pulled itself up 
and then fell apart. It looked as if it 
broke in the middle and then spread out 
towards the walk. I couldn't see Kirk 
from where I stood, but I knew he was 
on the walk. and when the crash came 
I ran over to him. Was the wind blow- 
ing? Yes, I think it was. It wasn’t 
anything strong, though; not enough to 
blow your hat off, but it was a gvod stiff 
breeze. It didn’t seem to be at all gusty 
when the shed fell, either.’’ 

There was another witness called who 
testified that he passed the shed a few 
days before during a heavy wind, and 
he thought it was going to fall on him. 
The structure creaked and swayed so 
one expected a collapse at any mo- 
ment. 


NO MORE DEPUTIES. 


Sheriff Gillen Is satisfied With the 
Present Force. 


Sheriff Gillen was in the city yester- 
day and The Times reporter took occa- 
Sion to bring up the question of P. W. 
Ross’ appointment to a deputyship.

AFTER THE COMPANY, 


Would Washington Talk From the Plat 
form on War Experiences? 


The world to-day is not content sim- 
ply with hearing. about its heroes. It 
demands to see them, or when that is 
impossible, to hear from them. It 
wants their own story in some form 
about their own achievements, ‘The 
lecture is preferred, for that carries 
with it both the sight of the man and 
the sound of his voice. But where he 
can not appear, a book or a series of 
magazine articles by him is the next 
best thing, and he finds it profitable 
to write. 

And so it is that the heroes of the 
war with Spain are just now beseiged 
with offers. Some have been accept- 
ed. Admirals Sampson and Schley 
are to put their experiences on paper. 
Capt. Sigsbee is in print with the full 
story of the Maine. Gen. Lee has told 
his story about Cuba. Gen. Wheeler 
has a book in print about the Santia- 
go campaign, and Col. Roosevelt is 
under contract to write on the same 
subject. Admiral Dewey has had an 
offer for his story of Manila, but he is 
too busy to write. Lieut. Hobson has 
accepted an offer to write and declin- 
ed one to lecture about the sinking of 
the Merrimac. 

In Eng.and Gen, Kitchener’s first 
callers included a man with an offer 
for a lecture about Egypt, to be de- 
livered in the United Kingdom, and 
even in the United States if the dis- 
tinguished soldier would consent. to 
cross the water, says the Washington 
Star. In Germany the emperor al- 
ready announces a volume on his trip 
to Palestine. 

We come, therefore, to the question, 
Would Washington lecture? Or, re- 
sisting that overture, could he be in- 
duced to write a book? If the great 
drama in which he played the star 
part could be put forward 100 years 
would he be permitted to quit the 
scene, as he did, without giving to the 
world his own story in his own way? 
He would undoubtedly have numer- 
ous offers. The road to Mount Vernon 
would be lined with lyceum. agents 
and publishers’ agents seeing inter- 
views and carrying propositions. 
Washington was not a speaker, and 
he made no pretensions. to literary 
style, but he was a capital talker and 
an excellent writer, and were he alive 
to-day could, with either tongue or 
pen, put the nose of everybody else’s 
story of the revolution out of joint. ,

In connection: with the- recent disas- 
trous ending ofthe. company that es- 


tablished works in Maine for obtaining 


from:the ocean the gold contained in 
its salts, a statement- appears-in the 
Mining. Press: of San: Francisco from 


Mr. Pack, assayer. of the United. States. 


mint in: that city, concerning. his own 
experiments in. this line. He -has 
found gold in the ocean water proper 
only in solution and amounting to 
about .05 of a grain to the ton—in 
value about two cents—the goid in the 
water of San Francisco bay being 
probably about twice that amount, 
though largely in a finely divided state, 


only a portion being in solution. The 


quantity of gold and silver actually 
contained in the ocean water znd the 
pessibility - of profitably extracting 
them has long been under discussion. 
Malaguti and Durocher’s’ well knowr 
experiments resulted in the discovery 
of silver in water, but no-note-is made 
of any- gold. Later; in 1872, Sonstadt 
discovered gold in sea water; and 
though not stating the exact amount 
found, he reported it to be less than 
one grain to the ton of water. In a 
paper read before the New Seuth 
Wales Royal Society on this subject 
Prof. Liversidge estimates the sea wa- 
ter of the coast in that region to con- 
tain a very small amount of gold to the 
ton, namely, 0.5 grain.

In connection: with the recent disas-

from the ocean- the gold contained: ir 
its salts, a statement- appears-in the 
Mining Press-of San: Francisco from 


Mr. Pack, assayer of the United. States. 


mint in that city, concerning. his own 
experiments in. this line. He -has 
found gold in the ocean water proper 
only in solution and amounting to 
about .05 of a grain to the ton—in 
value about two cents—the goid in the 
water of San Francisco bay being 
probably about twice that amount, 
though largely in a finely divided state, 


only a portion being in solution. The 


quantity of gold and silver actually 
contained in the ocean water znd the 
pessibility of ~ profitably extracting 
them has long been under discussion. 
Malaguti and Durocher’s’ well knowr 
experiments resulted in the discovery 
of silver in water; but no -note-is made 
of any gold. Later, in 1872, Sonstadt 
discovered gold in sea water; and 
though not stating the exact amount 
found, he reported it to be less than 
one grain to the ton of water. In a 
paper read before the New Seuth 
Wales Royal Society on this subject 
Prof. Liversidge estimates the sea wa- 
ter of the coast in that region to con- 
tain a very small amount of gold to the 
ton, namely, 0.5 grain.
